AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 36 

and Title 68, relative to domestic relations. 
 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 36-2-318(f)(2), is amended by 

deleting the following language: 

 The person filing written notice of intent to claim parentage pursuant to 

subdivision (e)(3) shall be responsible for notifying the registry of any change of address 

and telephone number within ten (10) days of that change. Failure to do so within the 

ten-day period shall constitute a waiver of any right to notice of any proceedings for the 

adoption of the child for whom the person seeks to claim parentage, unless such person 

is otherwise entitled to notice pursuant to § 36-1-117(b) or (c). 

and substituting instead the following: 

 The person filing written notice of intent to claim parentage pursuant to 

subdivision (e)(3) shall be responsible for notifying the registry of any change of address 

and telephone number within fifteen (15) days of that change. Failure to do so within the 

fifteen-day period shall constitute a waiver of any right to notice of any proceedings for 

the adoption of the child for whom the person seeks to claim parentage, unless such 

person is otherwise entitled to notice pursuant to § 36-1-117(b) or (c). 

 SECTION 2.  This act shall take effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring 

it.
